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PUBLIC WORKS AND EMPLOYMENT 


L rate xpi which we publish elsewhere in this issue 

of @ paper on “Preparing for Public Works in the 
Post-War Period,” by Mr. Frank W. Herring, assistant 
director of the U.S. National. Resources Planning Board, 
will be found of great interest by the British planner. 
The Americans probably are as much idealists as any 
other great people, but, like us, they demand a solid basis 
of fact and reality, and their dreams are those of healthy, 
hard-working folk, not those of people drugged. with 
emotional oratory. We can thus quickly find a common 
ground of understanding, whether or not we are agreed 
upon details or even upon general policy. 


We have to remember, however, that there are certain 
broad differences in conditions between the American and 
the British problems, and that those differences are not 
automatically resolved by common family characteristics. 
The chief of these is the dissimilarity of a country which 
is self-sufficient and one which exists on imports, paid for 
by exports, and the task of the British planner is bound to 
be so influenced and modified by such a condition of de- 
pendence that he can hardly fail to exhibit less independence 
than his transatlantic cousin. But it is refreshing to 
see certain basic lines of thought which are evidently 
common to the two peoples—in fact, common to all men 
of good will who have shared the comradeship of war. 


The first of these is the recognition of man’s right to 
work, given willingness and skill, and an end to that easy 
but reprehensible fatalism which professed to see in un- 
employment an inevitable factor inherent in established 
social structure. We see now that such a conclusion is 
not only wicked in itself but a final condemnation of the 
social structure we so readily accepted. 


The world machine is, like any other machine, possessed 
of that somewhat mysterious property which we term, 
mechanically, ‘‘ Inertia.’”” So soon as inertia has been 
overcome, the same property which resisted so stubbornly 
becomes at once the ally of the driving force, and the 
machine spins into action. It is that first stupendous 
effort at the crank handle which presents the major problem 
to the post-war planner in all countries and under all 
conditions, and, if we can solve that, there can be no 
legitimate reason why the world machine, which has creaked 
so loudly and run so hot at the bearings, should not pick 
up that sweet and steady note which is the joy of the 
engineer. 

Mr. Herring puts the case for public works as the fuel 
for this initial energy, and puts it very convincingly. In 
one respect, we can all agree with him in his warning that 
public works, like any other works, cannot be initiated by 
the press of a button, but require at least as much planning 
and prearrangement as any other kind of human activity. 
His emphasis of the immediate need not only to put things 
down on paper but to acquire in advance the necessary 
land and property which the works will entail, will find an 
echo among the planners in this country where we look in 
vain for the vital lead in policy and legislation designed to 
straighten out the muddle of private ownership which so 
often obstructs the common good. It is one of the cheapest 


stages of planning, the cost of which is mainly social 
courage. Until the lead has been given, paper work and 
serious. planning must remain largely tentative. 

It is at this point that we begin to be conscious of the 
differences between our own situation and that of the 
Americans. Here, after four years of war on the actual 
battlefield, we have many things that have just got to 
be done merely to restore things as they were. Our 
problem is not to create jobs to absorb unemployed workers 
but to find and marshal sufficient workers to do the things 
that must be done. Public works as a means of stimulating 
re-employment only enters’ into our picture in so far as 
it may be a good policy to do the obvious tasks under 
State control or by private enterprise. To this problem 
we must add, as of equal urgency, our inescapable necessity 
of buying a substantial proportion of the food for the 
nation from abroad, entailing as it must a certain pre- 
occupation with the manufacture of goods for export 
with which to pay for the food. These two things alone 
will render us hard pressed for time and hands in a degree 
more critically and desperately than can be the case over 
the water. 

The matter does not rest there. We have been through 
a bad time, and we know that the causes run much deeper 
than the personal vanities and ambitions of a handful of 
strutting dictators. The world must be made a more 
satisfying place for the common man and woman to live 
in and find contentment. We shall not bring this about 
by prayer and fasting, nor by the writing of leading 
articles and the reading of papers, but by hard work which 
aims at much more than restoring what has been destroyed. 
The signs of an awakening social conscience are already 
apparent, and we have even done a fraction of the things 
we have talked about so loudly. A few slums have gone, 
and a few more boys and girls have been given their chance 
at the schools. But the mass of work remaining to be done 
before we sweep away not only the honourable scars of 
War but the shameful marks of an indolent Peace is stag- 
gering. Some of these things await action in America 
also, but the immediate pressure there cannot be compared 
with that we already feel and which will bear down on us 
with an extra suddenness so soon as the final ‘‘ All Clear”’ 
is sounded. 

Let it not be thought for one moment that Mr. Herring’s 
paper fails to explore adequately the problems which he 
was set to examine, for by all appearances he has made a 
very real contribution to the task which awaits the returning 
Americans. Our warning is rather for home consumption, 
and is aimed at those who have yet failed to see the magni- 
tude of the task that faces us in these islands and the 


‘impossibility of our attempting to solve it by a simple 


prescription. If we need to put our case to America at 
all, in this respect, it is merely to show how vital it will 
be for us, and for other countries which depend for existence 
on the outer world, to be brought under an international 
plan whereby mere book-keeping does not create a series of 
barriers dividing the world up into self-contained compart- 
ments, with all the jealousies and suspicions which that will 
involve, and out of which the disaster of World War arose.

‘* Building Employers: A Plea for Unity.” 

The Builder understands that Mr. 
Leslie Wallis, President of the National 
Federation of Building Trades Employers, 
has had a meeting with Mr. J. H. Heal, 
President of the Federation of Master 
Builders. Mr. H. C. Harland, President 
of the London Master Builders’ Associa- 
tion, and Mr. A. N. Dove, late President 
of the Federation of Master Builders, were 
present. 

All four agreed that the building in- 
dustry should speak with one voice, and 
one voice only, and that at no time was 
this more necessary than to-day, when so 
many problems are before the industry. 

Various suggestions by which the 
present difficulties could be overcome were 
discussed. A further meeting of the 
Presidents is to be held at an early date. 
R.1.B.A. Examinations for Prisoners of 

War. 

ARRANGEMENTS were made, with the 
valuable help of the British Red Cross 
Society and St. John War Organisation 
for holding the R.I.B.A. Intermediate 
Examination and the Final and Special 
Final Examinations (with the exception of 
the subjects of Design and Professional 
Practice) in eight Prisoner-of-War camps 
in Germany in the Spring of 1943. Of the 
candidates whose work has been received 
so far the following have passed :—

Most of the men concerned have received 
books to help them with their studies 
through the special Prisoners-of-War 
Scheme which is being run by the Institute 
in co-operation with the British Red Crogs 
and St. John War Organisation. The funds 
for this scheme have been largely sup- 
plied through the generosity of the 
National Federation of Building Trades 
Operatives, and thanks are due to Mr. 
Richard Coppock, whose energy and fore- 
thought on behalf of prisoners have re- 
sulted in a scheme being developed where- 
by technical books on architecture, sur- 
veying, the various trades connected with 
the building industry, town and country 
planning, etc., have been sent out in large 
numbers. Over 5,000 books have already 
been despatched. 


Hull “‘ Civic Diagnosis” Exhibition. 
Mr. Herzert Morrison, Home Secre- 
tary and Minister of Home Security, 
recently visited the Housing Centre to see 
the Hull ‘ Civic Diagnosis *’ exhibition. 
For nearly three-quarters of an hour the 
Minister asked questions, listened to Mr. 
Max Lock’s explanations, and studied the 
many diagrams. Mr. Morrison said: ‘‘ I 
think Mr. Lock and his friends have done 
a first-class job, and I would like to con- 
gratulate them and everyone who has 
taken part in the work, not forgetting 
those who have generously paid for it. It 
shows what is the matter with the city’s 
development, which is a legacy from the 
bad old days of no contro] and no plan- 
ning, and it presents the Corporation with 
a beautiful agenda, full of nice, sticky 
problems, which I wish them luck with. 
The Council will be able to tackle its job 
with far more information at its disposal 
than it ever had before.’’ A large deputa- 
tion from the Polish Government has 
visited the exhibition, as has also Mr. 
Ernest Brown, the Minister of Health. 
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Buildings and Architecture. 

In a recent speech, Mr. Charles Wheeler, 
R.A,, said that iv all the talk about recon- 
struction he had not heard a single word 
about sculpture. Were we in the future 
to have buildings which were just square 
blocks of efficiency and were the produc- 
tions of T-square minds in air-conditioned 
offices? Mr, Wheeler suggested that post- 
war planning should provide for sculpture 
decorations on civic buildings and blocks 
of flats, a distinguishing carved symbol 
over the doorways of suburban houses, 
the greater use of fountains, and the 
encouragement of a mid-twentieth century 
architectural sculpture. 





Measuring the Stability of Buildings. 

Some interesting facts relating to the 
stability and resistance to deformation of 
building constructions were recently pre- 
sented a a young Swedish engineer, Mr. 
Nils Hast, in his thesis for acquiring the 
degree of doctor of technology at the Royal 
University of Technology in Stockholm. In 
this paper (writes a correspondent) he de- 
scribes a@ new methoa for measuring and 
an apparatus with which to determine with 
infinitesimal accuracy the interior stresses 
in a building construction caused by ex- 
ternal loads. 

The research was undertaken with the 
object of solving the question of discover- 
ing the causes which determine the upper 
limit of the strength of building materials, 
and the method is founded on magneto- 
striction, which means that if a metallic 
conductor is subjected to mechanical 
strains, this may be shown by changes in 
a magnetic current. Mr. Hast’s plan is 
to place extremely small measuring bodies 
in concrete structures or in brickwork by 
means of which changes of stresses can be 
directly ascertained and deformations con- 
trolled.

The Future of Archzology. 

A CONFERENCE on the Future of 
Archeology, arranged by the Univer. 
sity of London Institute of Archwology, 
was held last week in London. At the 
conference leading experts in the different 
branches of the subject discussed problems 
immediately affecting the reorganisation 
of archeology in the post-war period. 

The opportunities for further exploration 
of archzological sites, which have been 
uncovered by the bombing of so many of 
the cities whose early history is still 
unknown to us (a subject dealt with in 
a recent broadcast); the new possibilities 
for international co-operation; the contri- 
bution to be made by past and future 
archeological discoveries to the study of 
history, - architecture and anthropology; 
and the importance of spreading among 
the general public a wider knowledge of 
our rich archeological heritage, through 
museums, schools and adult education, 
were among the problems discussed. 


Ministry of Supply Exhibition. 

Tuts exhibition, held at the Horticul- 
tural Hall, is not for the public, but is 
intended for Members of Parliament and 
representatives of manufacturers and 
other interested persons. The exhibits 
show the many uses to which salvaged 
materials may be put. One such concerns 
reclaimed rubber; new technique in the 
use of this material enables ten lorry 
tyres to be made instead of seven on the 
lines of 1939. Simplification and_ stan- 
dardisation generally show vast savings. 
As an instance, timber consumption has 
been ‘reduced to some 60 per cent., and 
to-day home production supplies two- 
thirds of our needs. As an example, 
Army chairs now weigh 7$1b. as against 
12lb. The multiplicity of savings and 
their uses are too numerous to mention, 
but they are many, and the ingenuity and 
skill exercised are truly remarkable.

PUBLIC WORKS IN POST-WAR U.S.A. 


Tue following extracts from a paper “‘ Preparing for Public Works in the 
Post-War Period ”’ are given as being of interest in showing how the post-war 


situation is being assessed in the . United States of America.

Society of Civil Engineers in New York on May 29 last. 


WHEN the war ends, new jobs must be 
found for at least one out of every four 
men and women that comprise our war 
working force and our armed services. The 
seriousness of the employment question 
will not be any less than it was in 1933, 
Also, when the war ends, we are going to 
need those types of public improvements 
that can be provided only through con- 
struction operations. 

I am sorry that the prospect of these 
two probable post-war conditions—wide- 
spread unemployment and a great need for 
public ‘construction—has led so many to 
arrive at the easy conclusion: ‘‘ Employ 
all of the unemployed on public construc- 
tion. The post-war goal of full employ- 
ment can thereby be achieved at once.’ 
In my judgment, this conclusion overlooks 
five salient factors in the situation :— 

First of all, the responsibility for pro- 
viding post-war jobs certainly is not a 
Government monopoly. To be sure, we, 
the people, through our Government, want 
to assure freedom from want among our 
fellow citizens. But this does not neces- 
sarily imply that Government alone must 
provide work opportunities. 

Second, a proposal to employ all the 
otherwise unemployed on public consiruc- 
tion assumes that we shall need public 
facilities more than we shall need other 
goods and services. To give public con- 
struction activities a disproportionate 


share of our national effort in the post-. 


war period would mean that we should 
suffer for the lack of the other goods and 
services that we need equally as much, if 
not more 


Third, 


we are going to need those 


facilities produced by public construction 





operations after the war, whether there is 
an unemployment situation or not. Our 
need for public works will not be deter- 
mined by the number of unemployed and 
the duration of their unemployment. 
Fourth, post-war public construction 
programmes cannot be brought into exist- 
ence by touching a button or waving a 
wand. Authorisations must be obtained, 
engineering plans and designs and specifi- 
cations must be prepared and _ sites 
acquired, all before one shovel of earth 


can be turned in actual construction 
operations, 

Fifth, and finally, our construction 
resources are not unlimited. Nor is it 


likely that they can be mobilised at a 
post-war rate that will be fast enough to 
provide employment opportunities to 
keep abreast of the demobilisation of our 
war workers and members of our armed 
services. 

Returning to the first factor, let us first 
define what we mean by freedom from 
want in the post-war period. It means 
this : All people, willing and able to work, 
must always be able to earn a living doing 
useful things. Their jobs must be in 
occupations for which they are fitted—or 
can be fitted—and which they can per- 
form efficiently. The goods and services 
which they produce must be such that 
they can be exchanged for other goods 
and services produced by other people. 
And, finally, those people unable to work 
because of health or age must, until such 
time as they are able to work, or until 
they die, share in the goods and services 
produced by those who are working. 

Freedom from want cannot be achieved 
without full employment and a recogni-

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tion of our collective responsibility to 
those less fortunate of our fellow-men who 
are unable to work because of health or 
age. We have already gone a long way 
in our struggle to assure this freedom. In 
our time we have recognised that society 
has a collective responsibility to the 
young, the sick, the aged, and the infirm. 
The next step in our struggle is to achieve 
and maintain full employment, a universal 
opportunity to earn a living. . 


How Can We Achieve Full Employment ? 

The question then, is : ‘‘ What must be 
done to achieve full employment?” In 
my judgment, this post-war task is a four- 
fold one :— 

First, the healthy and aggressive de- 
velopment of private enterprise must be 
encouraged, for on it rests the major 
responsibility for assuring that oppor- 
tunities for earning a living will be avail- 
able. 

Second, our expenditure on the mainten- 
ance and increase of our physical assets— 
our houses, our commercial buildings, our 
roads, our streets. our schools—must be 
kept in balance with our voluntary savings 
as a nation. This means that the more 
we save the more we must invest. if we 
are to keep our economy on an even keel. 
The Government can aid in maintaining 
this balance by providing those types of 
common facilities and improvements— 
those ‘‘ public works ’—which encourage 
and induce private investment. For 
example, a post-war nation-wide air-port 
programme would encourage civilian flying 
and thus expanded investments in airplane 
manufacturing and servicing facilities; or 
harnessing our unused water power to 
provide electric energy for our expanding 
electro-chemical industries encourages 
further investment in these industries. 
These and many other similar public facili- 
ties provide ways by which Government 
can encourage in a positive way more 
private investment and thus aid in main- 
taining the balance between the total of 
our national voluntary savings and our 
national expenditures for the maintenance 
and increase of our capital plant. 

Third, we must assure the distribution 
of the goods and services that we produce. 
In the past our inventive genius has won 
the battle of production through our de- 
velopment of mass-production technique. 
We can produce the goods—that is no longer 
a problem—but our exchange mechanism 
has frequently fallen far behind. If we 
are to have full employment the exchange 
of the goods and services that are pro- 
duced must take place continuously. 

Fourth—and finally—we may conceiv- 
ably find that even if we have done all 
of these things to try and achieve full 
employment, the goal has still not been 
reached. There may be periods of adjust- 
ment, such as will follow the end of the 
war, when workers may be disemployed 
through no fault of their own. During 
such temporary periods the Government 
must assure the exchange process through 
unemployment compensation, and aid in 
maintaining the savings-investment balance 
by expanding those construction and im- 
provement activities which will, in turn, 
induce more private investment outlays. 
And, as we engineers know, the expansion 
of public construction and improvement 
activities cannot be achieved rapidly at 
such a time without the preparation in 
advance of the detailed plans and blue- 
prints for the works and structures we will 
have to build. 

I think it is clear from the foregoing 
that the task of achieving full employment 
by actually providing job opportunities 
is not the responsibility of Government 
alone. Government can and should aid 
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in the task—but that does not mean that 
in assuring freedom from want that it 
must automatically become the sole ém- 
ployer of the disemployed. It is time 
that we recognise that fact—and that 
private enterprise recognises it too. 


Upon the basis of our past experience 
with a national income of 110 billion 
dollars and a construction volume of about 
14 billion, I would anticipate that we 
could afford to spend between four and five 
billion dollars annually for the facilities 
we normally think of as public construc- 
tion. We could, of course, spend more 
if we wish to build under public auspices 
those things which are now in the field 
of private enterprise. On the other hand, 
we could spend less if the demands of 
private construction should become so 
great that our total construction resources 
should be crowded. 


Need for a Balanced Programme. 

The mere fact that the national construc- 
tion programme that we can undertake 
after the war is not of unlimited magni- 
tude, forces us to face the problem of 
assuring a ‘‘balanced’”’ programme. It 
is good that there are persons to-day who 
recognise the need for more products of 
our public construction activities—more 
and better highways—and schools—and 
hospitals—and all the other physical 
assets upon which our modern civilisation 
depends. But if we add together all these 
needed and worthy programmes they 
would total more than we could do, given 
our resources and man-poyer. I estimate 
that we should have to have a national 
income of between 150 and 175 billion 
dollars a year for ten years after the war 
in order to accomplish ali of these pro- 
grammes. To reach that level of income 
would require a tremendous increase—not 
less than 50 per cent.—in the produc- 
tivity of our workers. Otherwise, and with 
an income level of only 110 billion dollars 
& year, we would be trying to accom- 
plish 50 per cent. more in the way of 
construction than we should do if we are 
not to cut our production of the other 
goods and services that we will need 
equally as much. 


Suggested Constructional Priorities. 

When the war ends, catching up with 
deferred maintenance and repair of our 
public service plant should, in general, be 
the first order of business for our public 
construction activities, for without doubt 
that plant will fall into a bad state of dis- 
repair during the progress of the war. 
Next in order should come those projects 
necessary to replace outworn or outmoded 
facilities: Preference should then be given 
to those structures needed to bring normal 
public service activities up to par or that 
will encourage or facilitate the war-to-peace 
industry conversion. The foregoing cate- 
gories will represent, our most urgent post- 
war needs. When the satisfaction of those 
needs is well under way, we shall then 
have the opportunity to undertake those 
major developments and redevelopment 
programmes that will contribute to the 
maintaining of as full employment of our 
labour and material resources as can be 
sustained. 


The most obvious preparatory step neces- 
sary is that of preparation of detailed plans 
and specifications. Experience indicates 
that the cost of such a preparation nor- 
mally runs about 4 per cent. of the 
construction cost. But the.completion of 
plans and specifications alone will not 
assure that public construction activities 
can be got under way quickly in the post- 
war rg Land acquisition must he 
completed ahead of time. Furthermore, 


any time-consuming steps relating to 
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authorisation or public approval of project 
financing will have to be provided for in 
advance. In fact, practically all steps 
short of actual advertising for contractors’ 
bids or recruitment of construction labour 
must be completed before we are properly 
prepared to resume quickly our public con- 
struction activities. 

Summarising, our preparatory steps for 
post-war public construction involve not 
engineering plans and specifications alone ; 
land acquisition must take place also, 
and, in the case of State and local govern- 
ments particularly, financing must be 
arranged in advance. If these steps are 
not taken before the war ends, then our 
post-war public construction activities will 
get under way at a much slower rate than 
could otherwise be the case. 


Public Works Not a Sole Solution. 

It is clear to me that public construction 
activities alone do not hold the key to our 
post-war unemployment problem. What 
then—you may well ask—must be done? 

IT propose that we take a five-way 
approach to the problem. 

First, I suggest that we think througn 
the problem of demobilisation. We must 
try to key the demobilisation of our war 
activities to accord with the creation of 
post-war job possibilities. We must have 
a demobilisation plan accompanied by a 
time-table—the orderly transition from 
war to peace cannot be accomplished with- 
out. such a scheme. 

Take, for example, the problem of 
demobilising our armed forces. If we 
should wish to demobilise our armed 
forces about as fast as we have mobilised 
them during this year, we would require 
at least two years for the job. We shall 
probably need for peace-time production 
some skills earlier than we shall need 
others; and our man-power requirements 
will be greater in some areas of the 
country than in others. No one, I believe. 
would wish to see a returning soldier, un- 
skilled in any particular peace-time pur- 
suit, placed at a disadvantage by being 
turned loose in a city where there are 
already thousands of other skilled persons 
seeking a job. 

These conditions all point towards the 
need for preparing before that time for a 
gradual, selective demobilisation in con- 
trast to a quick overnight turn-out. De- 
mobilisation will be much more of a 
problem than merely lining up the Army, 
Navy and Marine Corps, and giving the 
command ‘“‘ Dismissed.” 

The manner in which we bring muni- 
tions production to an end must also be 
arranged for in advance to the greatest 


extent. possible. Some war goods. suchas... 


trucks, tractors, transport planes, and 
synthetic materials of various types, may 
be suitable for peace-time use. The con- 
tracts for the production of these items 
might be continued longer than those for 
rifles, sheJls, tanks, and fighter planes. 
In this way we could have a gradual and 
selective demobilisation of armed forces 
and a demobilisation that was in harmony 
with a conversion programme that was 
scheduled within the limits of physical 
possibility. 

My second approach lies in the read- 
justment of our social security legislation, 
particularly that dealing with unemploy- 
ment compensation. As the National Re- 
sources Planning Board put it in its recent 
report, there should be a ‘“‘ reorganisation 
of the unemployment compensation laws 
to provide broadened coverage, more 
nearly adequate payments, incorporating 
benefits to dependents, payments of 
benefits for at least 26 weeks, -and replace- 
ment of -the present Federal-State system 
by a wholly Federal administrative organi- 
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sation and a single national fund.” Such 
an extension of the unemployment com- 
pensation system would allow some leeway 
in our demobilisation plans, and would 


also permit workers to move to other areas - 


where employment opportunities were de- 
veloping more. rapidly. 

The third approach lies in a large 
deferred repair and maintenance pro- 
gramme of both private and public opera- 
tions, of brief duration, perhaps of not 
more than 18 months, and specifically 
limited to small.jobs. This programme 
could be started rapidly throughout the 
country, and would give temporary em- 
ployment to demobilised construction 
workers while the volume of new construc. 
tion was built up. Government should— 
by such devices as may appear appropriate 
—encourage private industry to accumu- 
late during the war the financial reserves 
for undertaking such deferred maintenance 
and repair. Also, Government should take 
the lead in the immediate post-war period 
in a campaign to clean up, paint up, and 
make good the deferred maintenance and 
repair operations. Coupled with this pro- 
gramme should be another one of dis- 
mantling the surplus military and naval 
installations in the country—or converting 
them to a more appropriate use. 

These two programmes:would do much 
in the way of providing employment oppor- 
tunities without the use of large amounts 
of materials or the usual difficulties of 
organisation that accompanies a large con- 
struction operation. 

Fourth, I propose a broad programme of 
non-structural improvements to our 
national estate—our lands and our forests. 

In spite of the efforts that may be taken 
to demobilise men at the proper time and 
place, and in the right types and amounts, 
there will be a residue of men who will 
he foot-loose and ill-adjusted to assume 
completely and immediately the civilian 
way of life. Also, each year there will 
come of age a large group of younger 
men similarly ill-equipped to assume their 
réle in our daily living. 

In order to provide these men with tem- 
age useful work at which they may 

e employed while the necessary voca- 
tional readjustments are effected, I sug- 
gest the establishment of work relief and 
training camps for the purpose of under- 
taking the manifold tasks involved in 
protecting the soil and forest resources of 
the nation. These camps may, for the 
younger men, be only one step in a neces- 
sary process of discharging a national 
service obligation to be assumed by future 
generations of young men and women. 

here is no reason that such a_pro- 
gramme cannot be established at an early 
time in the post-war readjustment period, 
for those operations require relatively 
small amounts of materials and equipment, 
and the nature of the projects in it are 
such as to make the programme .4s a 
whole extremely flexible. The projects 
can be almost literally built by the yard. 
and can be started and stopped with great 


ease. 

And finally, of course, I propose that 
construction operations, both private and 
public, be pushed as rapidly as possible. 
Let us not forget that every time we put 
a hundred thousand men to work in con- 
struction under regular standards for 
hours and wages, we put 150,000 other 
men to work in the factories, mines and 
forests. If we can reach the goal of 
2,800,000 men employed in construction 
by the fourth year after the war, we shall 
be employing 4,200,000 more ‘‘ behind the 
lines.”? Seven million men at decent jobs 
and regular wages is by no means a small 
contribution to full employment.

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HOUSING TO A NEW DESIGN 


By R. MYERSCOUGH-WALKER 


THE FOUR UNITS WHICH ARE THE -BASIS 
of this design are intended to make 
building 


vertical and horizontal 





possible so that. a landscape of either 
tall flats or endless suburban houses 
can be avoided. The photograph of 


the model shows both forms of de- 
velopment in juxtaposition arranged 
according to the contour of the land 
and orientation of both sun and aspect. 
Roads ‘do not run up to the houses, 
and access is across the landscape 
from near-by minor roads which are 
branches from the artery roads. 

The vertical block has three wings 
each containing four houses—one of 
each type. The curvature allows sun 
to enter each block and the view from 
each block is unrestricted. On the 
ground is the single-storey unit—for 
old people or bachelors. On _ the 
ground and first floor is the largest 
unit for families, above that the 
smaller family house, and on top the 
smaller unit still. Each dwelling has 
its own terrace, and an open ramp in 
ihe centre gives private access to each 
unit. Surrounding the three wings 
are the low units which are to be used 
for various purposes connected with 
the people living both in the tall 
blocks and the lower buildings be- 
yond—a créche, restaurant, laundry 
and workshop. 

The gardens, instead of being 
divided up into .small strips. all of 
varying degrees of care or neglect, are 
open and the communal responsibility.

SCHOOL BUILDING 


THIS SCHOOL EXTENSION WAS DESIGNED 
and constructed in the ‘“ Orlit’”’ 
standardised unit scheme for providing 
buildings of any shape or dimension, 
based on their 18 ft. by 12 ft. stanchion 
grid plan. The salient features of this 
system are rapidity in_ erection 
achieved with the minimum use of 
skilled labour, and elimination of all 
controlled materials other than steel 
used for reinforcing all members. The 
general contractors were Messrs. Lister 
and Co., and the total contract figure 
was £1,550. The following particulars 
describe in general the principles of 
construction : 

GROUND Pian: Fully standardised 
scheme for buildings of any size and 
shape in multiples of 18 ft. trans- 
versely, and 12 ft. longitudinally. 
Span of main beams 18 ft., spacing 
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AT PALMER’S GREEN IN 


12 ft. Stanchion grid, therefore, is 
18 ft. by 12 ft. 

Watt ConstRucTION: The “ Orlit” 
cavity wall consists of two shells of 
concrete wall planks, made to the 
company’s own specification, placed in 
grooves of I-shaped stanchions and 
kept apart by the use of concrete 
wedges. The spacing of the external 
stanchions is generally 6 ft. 

Hetcut: The height is determined 
by the courses of planks (approxi- 
mately 93 in.), plus cill and head unit 
(13 in.). Total standard height from 
floor to underside of secondary beams 
9 ft. 113 in. 

ERECTION OF STANCHIONS: All stan- 
chions whether supporting or inter- 
mediate are placed in concrete bases, 
wedged and grouted in. Depth of 
socket usually 1 ft. 3 in. Foundation 
and floor formed in concrete in situ. 
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PRECAST CONCRETE 


OPENINGS: Window and door open- 
ings of all standardised sizes may be 
constructed, and openings for air 
bricks or vents formed in the plank 
walls. 

THERMAL INSULATION : The coefficient 
of thermal transmission for the 
“ Orlit’’ wall U = 0.487. The im- 
pervious vibrated and trowelled planks 
and the horizontal interruptions of 
the cavities by cills and heads are im- 
portant details of the construction. 
The impermeable planks prevent the 
penetration of rain and wind, and the 
interruptions in the cavities exclude 
local air currents therein, The insu- 
lating value of this wall compares still 
more favourably under driving rain 
and wind over 15 m.p.h. No absorp- 
tion of moisture, nor infiltration of 
cold air, occurs. 

Roor CONSTRUCTION: Main beams 
support secondary beams (6 ft. 
centres) which in turn support the 
1 ft. 6 in. wide ribbed roof slabs, later 
screeded to falls and waterproofed. 
Concrete eaves gutters surround the 
whole building. 

Clerestory Lighting. — Clerestory 
lighting (monitor roof) may be 
achieved in sections of the building 
by raising the secondary beams above 
the standard -roof level, using special 
H-shaped supports. 

Design Load.—Superimposed load 
30 lb. per sq. ft. 

Steel Consumption.—Total steel con- 
sumption approximately 14 lb. per 
sq. ft. superficial floor area covered.

MR. D. PLASKETT MARSHALL, 
ARCHITECT. 
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POST-WAR BUILDING COSTS AND POLICY

Tue Debate in the House of Com- 
mons on July 23 on the Vote for the 
Ministry of Works rapidly developed, 
as had been foreshadowed, into a de- 
bate on the cost of building, with 
special insistence on examining the 
causes underlying the considerable in- 
creases since 1939, backed by the de- 
sire to find a solution to the problem 
of reducing the augmented cost to a 
figure that should not prejudice post- 
war. reconstruction, in particular 
housing. 

It happened that an article entitled 
“The Cost of Building’ by the pre- 
sent writer appeared in The Builder 
in the week before the Debate, and 
that article was quoted in the House. 
It is gratifying to the writer to note 
that the figures that the article set out 
to substantiate stood up to the test of 
being thrust into what was a very 
lively and penetrating discussion. The 
Official Report of this Debate* should 
be read in its entirety by everyone 
whose interests are centred in the 
building industry, and not only for the 
discussion dealing with the .cost of 
building, but also to appreciate what 
are the activities of the Ministry of 
Works in the control of building, how 
it is proposed to tackle the change- 
over from war to peace-time policy, 
and how far planning for post-war re- 
construction is really mature. 

It may be recalled that the findings 
set out in my previous article, as a 
result of a study of the position aris- 
ing from the increase in costs attribut- 
able to labour since 1939, showed that 
this increase amounted to 114 per cent. 
to date. The Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Ministry of Works, in replying 
to the Debate and referring to this 
figure, commented that the proportion 
of increase varies according to the 
condition and to the time. This is 
perfectly true, but at the same time 
a general.or mean level should quite 
well be resolved which will serve us as 
a satisfactory index to the subject 
under review. That is all my figures 
purported to do, and they were speci- 
fically based on the premise that they 
related to costs obtaining in rural or 
otherwise remote areas. 

IT have, of course, had comments 
and suggestions from colleagues and 
contractors regarding the build-up of 
my figures, and, having collated these 
at my leisure, I was surprised to find 
(or perhaps I was not surprised) that 
they resolved themselves into “‘ swings 
and roundabouts,” and I was left with 
near enough my original figure. Dis- 
cussion and further consideration, 
however, lead me to think that the 
figure of 114 per cent. is low rather 
than high. I think (1) that my figure 
for “‘drop in output ’”’ (which it may 
be recalled I based on discounting the 
time-labour total by 12} per cent.) 
should probably be increased a further 
24 per cent., because I should add 
something for overtime, over and 
above the premium for non-produc- 
tive time, to account for the drop in 
output due to the burden cf the 60-

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hour week on the older and unskilled 
operatives (this point was very well 
put by Sir J. Walker-Smith in the 
Debate); and (2) that the onus of 
absorbing and retaining “directed 
labour ’? demands another line added 
to the table. The effect of these two 
items, in my estimation, would mean 
increasing the figure of 114 per cent. 
above pre-war labour costs to 120 per 
cent. at least. I may say that I ten- 
tatively suggested this in the previous 
article, where it was pointed out that 
on a 40:60 proportionment of labour 
as to material, 120 per cent. added to 
labour would require 95 per cent. on 
material to compound to 105 per cent. 
increase overall, 

This leads me to a point where prob- 
ably the Parliamentary Secretary did 
not check his arithmetic, though few 
of us, I think, would care to be held 
responsible for figures conjured up in 
the heat of debate. I refer to his 
statement that the pre-war proportion- 
ment of 40:60 (labour as to material) 
could now be taken as 60:40. This is 
not so. In order to reverse a propor- 
tionment of 40:60 we would have to 
add a minimum of 125 per cent. to the 
former (labour) before starting to add 
anything at all to the latter 
(materials), which manifestly does not 
fit the conditions. The progression 
thereafter makes it even worse, for it 
would mean that we should have to 
allow a 200 per cent. increase in 
labour in order to account for a 334 
per cent. increase in materials. The 
45:55 proportionment is more amen- 
able to reversal. Here we find that 
120 per cent. added to labour has to. be 
balanced by 47 per cent. added to 
material to effect the reversal to 55:45. 
The proposition, however, is not very 
significant, and to the non-technical 
mind is probably only confusing. 


Some Points from the Debate. 

The course of the Debate indicated, 
in regard to the causes of increased 
costs, various opinions as to the merits 
and demerits of the contributing 
factors. Mr. Ellis Smith was the only 
speaker who considered the present 
increased costs as not unduly perturb- 
ing having regard to the abnormal 
times; and in so far as increased costs 
were attributable to higher wages, he 
was not disposed to consider them an 
unfavourable contribution to the 
social economy. It was therefore 
rather surprising to find this speaker 
expressing the view that among items 
that ought to disappear with the war 
he would expect to find the costs due 
to uniformity agreement and welfare 
work. It is probable that he did not 
realise that it was the Uniformity 
Agreement that instituted for the first 
time the guarantee against broken 
time. With regard to this, the Par- 
liamentary Secretary had already con- 
firmed the generally accepted view 
that it was the Government’s hope 
that the guaranteed week would be a 
permanent part of the structure of the 
industry. 

That building costs were the “ heart 
and centre of the housing problem ” 
was the spur with which Mr. Hender- 


son Stewart threatened the Ministry of 
Works. His dictum that “the prime 
factor in the rising costs of building 
lies neither with masters nor with 
men, but with the inexperienced and 
uninstructed bossing that comes from 
Lambeth Bridge House,’ scored a 
good debating point (as the headlines 
to the reports in the popular Press 
showed). If perhaps there is a leaven- 
ing of truth in this assertion it will 
doubtless be chewed upon, bvt, as one 
whose daily task embraces much 
matter that has the Ministry of Works 
at source, I find this criticism far too 
sweeping. It has to be remembered 
that, as a junior Department, the 
Ministry of Works is itself subject to 
a good deal of bossing, and if the 
label is to be endorsed “‘ inexperienced 
and uninstructed,’” who knows but 
the can might be carried back to the 
Ministry of Labour. Wing-Com- 
mander James backed up Mr. 
Stewart’s censure; and, further, he 
put the Ministry of Works and the 
Ministry of Labour in double-harness 
in this respect, and whipped them 
both for interference with the ordin- 
ary laws of supply and demand car- 
ried far beyond the needs of the times- 
Mr. Stewart’s remark, however, that. 
he wished the Ministry of Works 
“would recognise with equal readi- 
ness that controls needed by war are 
not necessarily suited for peace,” was 
surely a little premature. 

Mr. Bossom considered that the 
heavy increase in costs was primarily 
due to the bad effects of trade agree- 
ments not sufficiently thought out and 
hurried through in the anxiety to get 
the work done. Capt. Gammans had 
a rod in pickle for payment by results, 
and contended that the basic output 
figures in the Ministry’s schedule 
were largely responsible for the in- 
crease in costs by setting far too low 
a standard. He summed up his argu- 
ment with the provoking warning 
that unless the output level is in- 
creased the people of the country must 
be told that the standard of living will 
have to be reduced.. Sir J. Walker- 
Smith made some penetrating remarks 


-in regard to the ill-effects of continu- 


ous overtime, and also what he called 
“the fantastic arrangements’? made 
under the Essential Work Order. 


What is the Remedy ? 

Such were the themes on which the 
question ‘‘ Why?” was answered. The 
complementary and even more impor- 
tant question, ‘‘ What is the remedy ?” 
brought forth equally diverse opinions, 
each of which deserves close considera- 
tion, for the solution to the problem is 
certainly not in one word, but lies in 
concurrent and converging factors 
under various heads. 

Looking to the future, the Parlia- 
mentary Secretary pointed to the 
many factors making up present-day 
costs that will not exist in post-war 
building. Most of these items were 
touched upon in my previous. article, 
but this further point was brought 
forward—that the cost of such reforms 
as the guaranteed week and holidays 
with pay should be offset by improved 
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organisation, new methods, and 
management. This point was taken 
up by Mr. Ellis Smith, who also 


argued that costs must be reduced by 
efficient organisation and manage- 
ment, and that “‘ production can be 
obtained if a policy of that character 
is carried ovt, provided there is at the 
same time a maximum turnover.” The 
suggestion appears to be that organi- 
sation and management are not at pre- 
sent, or have not been, adequately 
efficient in the building industry, and 
this is surprising when one considers 
the keen and often cut-throat competi- 
tion of pre-war days, when efficient 
management was often the only 
chance of securing a profit. It is true, 
however, that present-day conditions 
have done much to undermine the 
keenness of management. How can a 
managing agent or foreman be ex- 
pected to exert his initiative in the 
face of ‘“‘ directed labour” and the 
other demoralising factors resulting 
from the Essentia] Work Order? And 
why worry about keenness in buying 
when almost all materials, even in a 
schedule contract, are on a prime cost 
basis; when everything ‘‘above the 
line” is recoverable, and anything 
“below the line ” has to be refunded? 
On the question of management, 
there is also the very serious factor of 
increased administration costs due to 
the variation in price clauses, the 
operation of payment by results, and 
so forth. It is here that the leavening 
of truth in Mr. Stewart’s censure is 
worth chewing upon. He was right 
when he said that the smaller builders, 
on whom the nation will rely for the 
bulk of its rehousing programme, were 
‘dumbfounded by the spate of 
schedules, orders, directions and regu- 
lations that fell upon them” when 
they were asked to tender for the 
agricultural cottages. Though it must 
be allowed that most of these restric- 
tions were necessary in the days of 
national emergency, they are curbs to 
efficient management and their with- 
drawal as soon as possible should be a 
first consideration of planning. 
Organisation and planning were the 
solution offered by Mr. Bossom; plan- 
ning first by the architect, planning 
to take advantage of modern methods 
and the possibilities that modern 
science has offered; planning for 
seasonal sequences; planning by the 
contractor evidenced in the use of new 
appliances and tools, and the sequence 
of site operations that comes from 
good supervision and management. 
As a quantity surveyor, I cannot fail 
to endorse Mr. Bossom’s plea that 
‘architects should be required to 
make very complete drawings and 
specifications, complete in all the de- 
tails, showing every feature, pipe and 
push-button on their drawings,” be- 
fore any start is made on the work; 
and. he said, as a condition precedent 
to this, architects should learn how to 
make the employer make up his mind 
quickly and definitely what it is he 
wants, and discourage him, forbid 
him wovld be better, to make any 
alteration from the approved drawings 
until the building was complete. That 
wanted saying. Given these premises 
the quantity surveyor also will have a 
big contribution to offer. Not only 
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will he get rid of his bogy, ‘‘ Oh, the 
time it takes to get out a bill of quan- 
tities,” but he will be able to concen- 
trate all his efforts on the construc- 
tive side, thus ensuring close and com- 
petitive tendering, instead of frittering 
away so much valuable time on varia- 
tion accounts. 

Since the Ministry of Works took 
such a caning in this Debate as re- 
gards its administrative side, let us 
give it credit where it is due, and that 
is on the architectural planning side 
now under review. No-one who has 
worked on Office of Works drawings in 
pre-war years can but give credit to 
the very ample and complete manner 
in which this Department’s drawings 
were turned out in advance of the job. 
There is no doubt that contracts for 
our public buildings were let at closely 
competitive prices and _ speedily 
erected as a direct, result of this. That 
tradition 'remains. 

Following Mr. Bossom, Capt. Gam- 
mans had a phrase that is the key- 
note to the quantity surveyor’s posi- 
tion in the building industry: “ We 
want to know what those houses will 
cost!’’ Planning was again empha- 
sised in this speech, and with regard 
to State control Capt. Gammans’ plea 
was that the part the State can best 
play is “to lay down the rules under 
which reconstruction shall take place, 
and leave private enterprise to carry 
on within those rules.”. This can. be 
done, he said, first by stating the 
building priorities that will obtain in 
the immediate post-war period, and 
then, by Departmental planning, to 
ensure the availability of the required 
labour, materials, and, not least, the 
finance. This speaker and several 
who followed laid many censures 
against the payment by results 
scheme, and called for its abolition. 


Constructing a Policy; Some Proposals. 
The final question to be considered, 
then, is this: Can all these sugges- 
tions and criticisms, or such of them 
as are constructive, be co-ordinated to 
form a scheme or policy that could 
achieve the end we have in view— 
namely, post-war reconstruction un- 
hampered by excessive cost? I think 
the answer is that they can, and in 
broad outline the suggestions I will 
put forward, embracing most of the 
constructive points in the Debate, are 
as follows: (1) Let the Government 
define their policy of priorities, both 
for the two-year interim period imme- 
diately post-war, and for the subse- 
quent ten-year programme. (2) Let 
planning go forward within that 
framework, both in respect of public 
works and private enterprise. (3) A 
condition precedent to any building 
project being granted its priority num- 
ber and licence is to be that full, com- 
plete and precise drawings and speci- 
fications are submitted to the priority 
granting authority, and, with the pos- 
sible exception of housing, bills of 
quantities also. (4) Variations in 
planning subsequent to _ priority 
licences being granted should entail 
resubmission of plans with a heavy 
stamp duty, subject, of course, to re- 
mission by the Courts in exceptional 
circumstances. (5) Overtime to be 
restricted to a maximum of a 50-hour 
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working week. (6) The bonus system 
to be divorced from the Ministry of 


Labour and the Ministry of Works, - 


and to be submitted to the judgment 
of a Commission presiding over a 
series of discussions between represen- 
tatives of the employers’ federations 
and the trades unions, and, failing a 
good report by the Commission, the 
scheme to be scrapped. (7) The build- 
ing industry to be released from the 
incubus of all war-time Orders govern- 
ing the control of labour, but such of 
these restraints as must remain to be 
taken over and administered direct by 
the Ministry of Labour, subject only 
to the industry remaining responsible 
for, say, a 35 hours’ guaranteed week 
and holidays with pay. This last sug- 
gestion is not so difficult as it might 
appear at first sight. A considerable 
staff of men is now trained, or partly 
trained, in the administration of “ re- 
coverable claims.” Many of these 
could be drafted to the Ministry of 
Labour and employed as inspectors to 
check contractors’ pay-sheets at suit- 
able intervals, and so. effect the reim- 
bursements required. Pay-sheets 
would have to be standardised for this 
purpose. 

Within a framework developed on 
these lines I consider that a solution 
to the problem we are faced with 
would be found. That a solution must 
be found is self-evident. I think I am 
paraphrasing a remark of the late Mr. 
Chesterton when I say let it not be 
alleged that the building industry was 
tried and found wanting, when really 
it was the Ministries that found the 
means difficult, and so did not try. 


QUANTITIES AND GOVERN- 
MENT CONTRACTS 


A RESOLUTION to the effect that quanti- 
ties should in future be supplied in all 
Government building céntracts has been 
sent by the London Master Builders’ Asso- 
ciation to Lord Portal, Minister of Works, 
and to the Ministers of all other Govern- 
ment Departments which build. 

Explaining the purpose of the resolu- 
tion, Mr. H. C. Harland, President of 
the Association, said : ‘‘ We have long had 
a rule instructing our members not to 
tender for contracts where quantities are 
not provided. The purpose of the rule is, 
of course, to avoid the necessity of having 
an unlimited number of builders doing the 
same work in getting out quantities before 
they are in a position to tender. In the 
case of those cottages for agricultural 
workers, for which tenders were recently 
advertised, builders report that as many 
as 30 took out bills of quantities for the 
same job. This is obviously ridiculous 
and wasteful. 

‘* Bills of quantities are the only scienti- 
fic and economical basis of tendering, and 
the sooner the authorities appreciate this, 
the better it will be for the community as 
a whole. Tendering without quantities 
even as an emergency measure should be 
avoided. It may be that low tenders are 
obtained, but this does not mean that the 
work costs less. It merely means that the 
builder omits things from the bill. This 
does not excuse him from carrying out the 
work specified, and if he cannot meet the 
loss bankruptcy is the alternative. 

‘That is why we are making repre- 
sentations to the Government in good time, 
so that quoting by means of bills of quanti- 
ties only may be established as the normal 
procedure for all post-war work.”

Sir,—The Ministry of Works have 
got away with it again! It will be 
recalled that Sir Hugh Beaver told 
a meeting of the Greater London 
Master Builders in January, 1942 (your 
issue January 30, 1942, page 111), that 
in the building trade there were 80,240 
firms who employed an average of 
three operatives each; and _ now, 
eighteen months after, the Parliamen- 
tary Secretary to the Ministry gives 
the same sort of information on a 
more important occasion—to a confer- 
ence called to study reorganisation 
(your issue for July 30, page 95). 

His statement reads: ‘‘ The industry 
might consider whether it can afford as 
many building firms as it has to-day. We 
have round about 80,000 registered firms. 
whose employee strengths range from nil 
to several thousand! The one-man busi- 
ness has a function in our social frame- 
work.”’ 

What a chance was missed of question- 
ing the Parliamentary Secretary! Why 
did the Ministry include as a firm any 
individual who returned nil as the num- 
ber of his operatives? And, by way of sup- 
plementary question, how many such were 
included in his round figure of 80,000 
firms? The reply from the Ministry’s own 
figures (July, 1941), mercifully withheld, 
might have startled his audience: they 
numbered 31,718, out of a total of 87,599 
(your issue, September 4, 1942, page 201). 

Why so much solicitude, almost to tears, 
expressed for these 31,718, who are indi- 
viduals? Are they of so much more 
value than the small and medium firms, 
say, with one to nineteen operatives, who 
total 49,293, of whom the Ministry are 
taking precious little thought or care ex- 
cept to reduce their numbers?

Srir,—The Ministry of Works. and 
the writers of the letters in your issues 
of July 16 and August 6 seem to ignore 
the fact that what matters in a con- 
creie is its strength and durability, and 
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these cannot be controlled by merely 
specifying ~k: 2; 4,1: 3:6, or any 
other proportions of cement, sand and 
ballast. In addition to the proportion 
of cement it) contains, the strength 
and durability’ of ‘concrete depend 
upon the strength, cleanliness and 
grading of the aggregates, the 
thoroughness of the mixing, the 
water content, the degree of consolida- 
tion, and the curing. Concretes with 
the same proportion of cement may 
vary in strength by 500 per cent., due 
to factors not covered by a specifica- 
tion which deals with proportions 
only. 

On work of importance there has of 
recent years been a tendency to specify 
concrete of a given strength, leaving the 
contractor to obtain this strength as 
cheaply as possible by using well-graded 
aggregates, stiffer mixes (possibly by 
vibratory consolidation), and by giving 
careful attention to all the manufacturing 
processes. If the required strength can 
be obtained with less cement at a lower 
cost, then there is no sense in using an 
excess of cement. This principle is now 
well known and recognised, and might 
well be applied to contracts of any im- 
portance; it would also ensure that the 
concrete would be of the required strength 
and durability, which the specification 
of arbitrary proportions alone can never 
do. ConcRETOR. 


Post-War Building Trainees. 
To tHE Epiror or The Builder. 


Srr,—In view of what took place in. 


the period following the 1914-18 war, 
it would appear necessary to plan 
ahead in regard to the welfare of the 
trainee in ihe building industry in the 
relative period of the present war. 


The facts to be considered are many 
and various. It is unfair to endeavour 
to train a potential craftsman in the 
industry unless this training is carried 
out in the same atmosphere as that under 
which he will be working when sent to 
the site. It is impossible. to attain this 
if the men are trained in bulk, the method 
employed. in other industries. Again, 
when the men leave the training centre 
they lack confidence and more often than 
not are shunned. The experienced build- 
ing ‘trade.labourers on the sites consider 
it an imposition to.wait upon them. The 
trainees make mistakes, all of which are 
given publicity both on the sites and 
amongst those who foregather at the 
local inn or elsewhere, until the individual 
feels out of his depth and becomes dis- 
heartened. 7 ‘cae 

T suggest that the only method by 
which the operatives can be trained is to 
train them on the local sites, amongst 
their friends, and possibly relatives. How 
are we going to do it? 

Here are my suggestions. Make it 
compulsory for every builder tovselect his 
own applicants»from a list compiled by 
the Ministry of Labour of volunteers for 
the building industry. For every two 
tradesmen employed by one firm, one 
trainee must be employed.. The employer 
should pay him, say, one penny over the 
rate of a labourer, It should also be 
arranged for him compulsorily to attend 
lectures and classes for the improvement 
of craftsmen in co-operation with the 
local education authorities. The State 
should pay every employer of such labour 
5s. per cent. of marks obtained at a local 
examination board.. The trainee. should 


be at liberty to take his examination at 
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any time, and should he obtain 60 per 
cent. of the maximum he should be raised 
to an agreed rate just under the trades- 
men’s rate until he has worked the two 
years. The examination should be carried 
out by representatives of the N.F.B.T.O. 
and Institute of Builders. No man should 
be allowed to become a member of a 
Union as a tradesman unless he attains a 
standard of at least 60 per cent. of the 
maximum at his examination.’ “His money 
should be raised at regular intervals over 
a period of two years up to that of a 
tradesman. No man should be. allowed 
to leave’ the employer who gave him his 
initial training until he reaches the stage 
of a craftsman. This in effect: would en- 
sure that individuals would not have the 
opportunity of purporting to be fully 
fledged tradesmen prior to their having 
reached that standard of efficiency. 

With regard to tools, every man pass- 
ing his test satisfactorily should be reim- 
bursed by the State for his tools at a 
figure approximating to the following :— 
bricklayers, £10; carpenters, £25; and 
plumbers, £20. No payment would be 
made to any person who is not in pos- 
session of the bare necessities ‘of his 
trade at his examination. 

The County Council should have build- 
ings in progress, and the men sent by 
arrangement in a steady flow to this site 
for at least a week, during which time 
their general capabilities would be judged. 
No man should be allowed more than two 
opportunities to qualify. In the event of 
his failing the second time, he should be 
given. an opportunity of working as a 
labourer in the industry or leaving it 
altogether.

Ballast Haulage. 
To tHe Eprror or The Builder. 

Sim,—The usefulness of the work done by 
the Ballast, Sand and Allied Trades Asso- 
ciation in getting the Weights and 
Measures Act (1936) through Parliament 
has been evidenced by the cases which 
have been brought before the Courts. 

A recent report of a county council 
meeting, which appeared in certain trade 
papers, called attention to serious defi- 
ciencies in measure in connection with 
materials delivered. No less than 36 
summonses were dealt with on the same 
day. It was mentioned that publicity 
given to these cases has brought about a 
diminution of such offences. Criticism 
was made of a State Department not in- 
sisting on the erection of a weighbridge at 
each of the sites. 

This certainly suggests a considerable 
amount of labour and expense, which could 
be eliminated by the insistence upon: the 
use of properly calibrated vehicles.

Irish War Workers in Britain. 
To THe Eprror or The Builder. 

Smr,—A recent letter regarding the mis- 
behaviour of a small proportion of a group 
of Irish workmen at an East of England 
contract provides the opportunity for in- 
viting an investigation into the grievances 
of Irish workers who have been brought 
into this country to assist with essential 
war building contracts. 

These workers, it must be pointed out, 
are as a unit inarticulate because of the 
lack of group organisation which in most 
cases’ exists. Many contractors have un- 
fortunately failed, ‘because of the lack of 
organised opinion amongst these workers, 
to realise that these men are not getting 
@ square deal—and it is inevitable, if the 
men feel that they are being exploited and 
their views ignored, that they will justly 
resent such an attitude and fail to meet 
the labour requirements demanded of 
them. 

Among the vital matters that require in- 
vestigation is accommodation. In many 
towns the men are housed in very inferior 
billets where they are barely tolerated, 
their meals are inadequate, and no suitable 
rooms are provided at these billets for 
social intercourse. It is to be remembered 
that these men are cut off from family and 
home and local influences, and are living 
amongst strangers, many of whom fail to 
hide their views.'on' political differences. 
On camps at the contract sites, various 
complaints have been made regarding lack 
of decent accommodation, inadequate social 
and recreational facilities, etc. 

In addition, in most of the areas where 
large groups of Irishmen are settled, no 
attempt: has been made (such as_ the 
authorities make in regard to other groups 
of strangers and foreigners) with regard to 
the provision of playing-fields and sports 
equipment, the provision of special facili- 
ties to utilise existing amenities, and the 
provision of canteens, clubs, libraries, 
social and recreational centres. In fact, 
practically nothing is done to make these 
essential war. workers feel at home and 
make them realise that their splendid work 
is recogni and that the people here 
appreciate their valuable contribution to 
war production.

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TOWN AND COUNTRY 
PLANNING (INTERIM 
DEVELOPMENT) ACT, 1943.—I 


BY W. T. CRESWELL, K.C., 
Hon. A.R.1.B.A., etc. 


Tuis Act provides for bringing under 
planning control all land which is not 
already controlled by a Scheme or Resolu- 
tion of ‘‘ the principal Act ’’—that is, the 
Town and Country Planning Act, 1932. 
Also it secures the more effective control 
of any development pending the coming 
into operation of planning schemes 
already matured, or being prepared. 

Section 1.—Within three months of the 
date of the Act (July 22, 1943) all land 
not already subject to planning schemes 
or resolutions is now to be the subject of 
a resolution to prepare such a scheme as 
under the principal Act. This resolution 
is to be deemed to have been duly passed 
by the local authority concerned and in 
whose area the land is situated, and to 
have been approved by the Minister and 
to have become effective at the expiration 
of this period of three months. 

It naturally follows that the provision 
of Section 7 of the principal Act, whereby 
a local authority was required to inform 
all persons concerned (either by individual 
notice or general publication) of the pass- 
ing of such a resolution to prepare a 
scheme, is now set aside in these cases. 

Section 1 of the new Act gives authority 
for such schemes to be carried out. 

Section 2.—The new Act amends, in 
several particulars, the procedure. as to 
the interim development of land. Under 
Section 10 (3) of the principal Act, when 
an application for permission to develop 
land is made to the interim development 
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authority concerned (and it’ must bemade 
in the manner provided by the interim 
development Order in force) the authority 
may grant such application either uncovr- 
ditionally or subject to such conditions as 
they think proper to impose, or they may 
refuse the ses, sa el And if they. give 
no notice of their décision within two 
months they are deemed to have granted 
the application unconditionally. On the 
other hand, under the new Act an 
interim development authority may now, 
by notice served on the applicant, postpone 
their consideration of any interim, develop- 
ment application, either indefinitely or 
during such period as they shall specify 
in the notice, unless the applicant proves 
to their satisfaction that the proposed 
development would be carried out imme- 
diately, if the application were granted. 
It is provided, however, that an applicant 
may appeal against such postponement to 
a court of summary jurisdiction, after first 
serving notice (within 28 days of the date 
of the service of the notice of postpone- 
ment) of his intention to appeal, on the 
clerk of the court. and also on the interim 
development authority who issued the 
notice. The court, if satisfied that the 
development would be carried out imme- 
diately if the application were granted, 
is to cancel the notice of postponement. 
The Minister may himself require the 


interim development application to be - 


determined ; and may give direction to the 
interim development authority that they 
shall determine it. If a notice of post- 
ponement has already been served he may 
cancel such notice. 

Further, by the new Act, every applica 
tion is deemed to have been refused at 
the end of two months, unless the appli- 
cant has been notified that the application 
has been : (a) determined, or (b) referred 
to the Minister for decision, or (c) post- 
poned by a notice of postponement. 

The power of postponement under tis 
Section, and as outlined above, does not 
conduce to the early development, by 
private enterprise of land and the result- 
ing increase of available houses, so 
urgently needed now and in the near 
future. It may be recalled that it has 
been stated in Parliament and elsewhere 
that the full weight of private enterprise 
would be necessary to cope with the 
magnitude of the problem.

The courses. are intended for men and 
women engaged on planning work’ in 
firms or with experience of such work 
and others with comparable experience 
who are capable of benefiting from the 
instruction given. The syllabus can be 
directed towards the requirements of 
most industries if there is sufficient local 
demand. Employers. are particularly 
invited to put forward suitably qualified 
men and women from among their 
employees.. Applications to be made 
through the local Employment Exchange. 
An examination will be held at the con- 
clusion of each course.

The Subsidy. 

Mr. WAKEFIELD asked the Minister of 
Health if private enterprise would be 
given the same subsidies as those paid to 
loeal authorities if it undertook to clear 
the slums, abate overcrowding, give pre- 
ference to persons who were occupyin 
insanitary or overcrowded houses wit 
large families or living in unsatisfactory 
conditions at rents in appropriate cases 
similar to those charged by the local 
authority. 

Mr. Brown said he could assure his 
hon. friend that he would not refuse to 
consider proposals from any responsible 
body willing to undertake the building of 
houses to the conditions he had men- 
tioned. The clearance of slums and the 
abatement of overcrowding involved 
matters other than the provision of new 
houses, and the wide powers required for 
these operations had been conferred b 
Parliament on local authorities. The diffi- 
culties of giving similar powers to non- 
elected bodies might well prove 
insuperable. 

Mr. McEnreée asked ‘the Minister of 
Health if he was now in a position 


‘to state what subsidy it was pro- 
posed to pay to local authorities. on 
ouses built by them and let to 


tenants at an approved rent after. the 
war; and would he consider paying a 
similar subsidy to private builders pro- 
vided ~~ built houses to a standard 
approved by his Ministry and to be let 
to tenants for a period of time and ata 
rent laid down by him. 

Mr. Brown said that the answer to 
both parts of the question was “‘ No, sir.”’ 

Mr. CRAVEN-ELLIS asked the Minister 
of Health if it was intended in local 
authority post-war building to subsidise 
the house or the occupier; and on what 
grounds was the decision based. 

Mr. Brown said that the subsidy at 
present payable under the Housing Acts 
was related to the house:and not to the 
occupier. 

Mr. CRAVEN-ELLIS: Would it not be 
desirable that occupiers should have any 
subsidy which is required instead of local 
authorities who selected, as they 
after the last war, the best of the tenants, 
leaving the poorer tenants to herd ‘into 
over crowded slums? 

Mr. Brown: That raises the whole 
basis of the Housing Acts. 


Scottish Progress. 

Mr. MoNern asked the Secretary of 
State for Scotland on how many of the 
recently allocated 1,000 houses work had 
begun; for how many tenders had been 
approved; and if tenders for any had not 
yet been submitted to the approval of the 
Scottish: Office. 

Mr. JOHNSON said he was advised that 
‘on more than 25 per cent. of the houses 
work had actually begun. Tenders for 742 
houses had been approved, and he 
expected to approve tenders on 128 more 
that week. Tenders for 64 were expected 
shortly. Tenders for 66 houses had been 
rejected because of the excessive costs, 
and the local authorities concerned had 
been advised to seek fresh tenders. 


Removal of Railings. 

Str REGINALD CiaRRY asked the Parlia- 
mentary ‘Secretary to the Ministry of 
Works whether he would state the posi- 
tion of the owner or occupier of property 
from which railings had been removed 
by the Ministry in respect of any tem- 
porary fencing, walls or gates he might 
erect from discarded timber, chains, ropes 
ov bricks, in order to protect his property. 

Mr. Hicks said that’ railings were not 
taken where they were considered by the 
scheduling authority essential’ for their 
present beg pe and the cost of any 
temporary fencing must fall on. the 
person erecting it in\the absence of agree- 
‘ment to the contrary between the owner 
and: occupier. Compensation did not 
cover the cost of providing a substitute 
for railings or gates removed. The use of 
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discarded timber was governed by Statu- 
tory Rules and Orders No. 931 of 1942 and 
811 of 1943. Prefabricated timber, e.g., a 
ready-made gate, could be’ used without a 
permit. For chestnut paling a permit 
was required, obtainable in -approved 
eases from the War Agricultural ecu- 
tive Committee, the local authority or 
the Ministry of Works. Chains were 
liable to be collected in the same way as 
railings. Rope and bricks were not con- 
trolled, but. rope was in short supply. 
Whatever materials were used a building 
licence was necessary where the total cost 
of all the building work done at any 
premises in a year exceeded £100. 


Town and Country Planning Staff. 

Mr. W.. Brown asked the Minister of 
Town and Country Planning in what cir- 
cumstances, and for what purpose, mem- 
bers of his staff had been asked to give 
information as to what associations they 
were members of, what was the purpose 
of the associations, and what part they 
played in them, etc. 

Mr. W. S. Morrison said that the 
request to which the hon. member 
referred was made by. personal and confi- 
dential letter not to all membets-of the 
staff, but only to officers in the admini- 
strative and technical grades. Some of 
these officers who had recently joined the 
Department had asked for advice as to 
how far they could properly continue to 
take part in the activities of outside asso- 
ciations concerned with planning. The 
pormone of the request was to inform the 

epartment of the facts and so to make it 

ossible to decide whether any general 
instructions need be issued. 


Building by Local Authorities. 

Mr. CRAVEN ELLIS asked the Minister of 
Health if he would define clearly the 
field for local authority building. 

Mr. Brown replied: The field for local 
authority house-building after the war 
will, in my view, as was the case before 
the war, depend to a large degree on the 
extent to which the housing needs are 
met by the erection by private enterprise 
of houses both for sale and for letting. 
As my, hon, friend knows, the policy of 
the Government for several years before 
the war was that local authorities, who 
are charged by Parliament with the duty 
of reviewing the housing conditions in 
their areas and of preparing and sub- 
mitting proposals to the Minister of 
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Heaith for the provision of new house 

for the working classes, should buil 

houses for the replacement of the slums 
and the abatement of overcrowding and 
also for meeting general needs for houses 
for the working classes in so far as they 
were not met by private enterprise. 


Ministry of Works. 

WING-COMMANDER , JAMES. asked the 
Prime Minister whether he was aware of 
the apprehension that had been aroused 
that ithe Ministry of Works was to con- 
tinue as a Department after the war 
@mergency period; and if he would give 
an assurance that this would not be 80, 
or that no decision would be made with- 
out affirmation by Parliament. 

Mr. CHURCHILL said he was not aware 
of any considerable apprehension on this 
matter. The functions relating to 
Government lands and buildings pre- 
viously discharged by the Office of Works, 
and now assigned by statute to the Minis- 
try of Works, were, of course, permanent, 
as was the legislation establishing the 
Ministry unless repealed by Parliament. 
The powers relating to control of build- 

Materials, licensing of: non-Govern- 
ment building and the.like, which were 
now exercised by the Ministry by virtue 
of Orders in Council under the Emer- 
gency Powers (Defence) Acts would auto- 
matically fall to be reviewed when these 
Acts expired; any arrangements which 
might then seem necessary would require 
the sanction of Parliament. But hon. 
Members would realise’ that as indicated 
in the White Paper on Training for the 
Building industry (Cmd. 6428) that in- 
dustry would occupy a special position 
in the Government’s plans for reconstruc- 
tion and employment after the war. 

WinG-CoMMANDER JAMES; Would the 


right hon. gentleman have _ regard 
to the expressions in the recent 
debate, when from all parts of the 
House there was almost universal 


condemnation of the present activities 
of the Minister? 

Mr. CHuRcHILL: I think it would be 
unjust if that were so, because I have 
rarely had the pleasure of working with 
@ more competent Minister than the 
present Minister of Works. 


Planning of London. 

Mr. R. Moraan asked the Minister of 
Town and Country Planning whether he 
could state the number of authorities 
who were planning for building in the 
Metropolitan areas; and whether he 
could expedite the lication of the 
scheme of the City Corporation. 

Mr. ‘W. 8. Morrison said that there 
were two planning authorities in London 
for the A omy ses of B ap -aroare a, scheme 
under the Town and Coun Planning 
Acts, 1932 and 1943, namely, Corpora- 
tion of the City of London and the Lon- 
don County Council. In case Mr. Mor 
gan had in mind, the far wider. area for 
which Professor Abercrombie was at 
present preparing an outline plan, he 
would add that there were 138 Statutory 
Authorities for that area, some of whom 
were grouped in Joint Committees. In 
answer to the last part of the question, 
the City Corporation had a- discretion itt 
deciding at what stage they should make 
their provisional proposals public, and 
the question of expediting publication 
did not at present arise. 


Post-war Policy. : 

Mr. CRAVEN-Enlis asked the Minister 
of Health whether the Government post 
war building policy would provide for 
all houses, commercial — buildings, 
works and factories being licensed for 
a period of years not exceeding the econo- 
mic life of such buildings. 

Miss HorssrueGH said that. a sub-com- 
mittee of the Central, Housing Advisory 
Committee under the chairmanship of 
Mr. Silkin was inyestigating this question 
in its application to houses and further 
consideration would be given to this 
aspect of the matter on receipt of the 
sub-committee’s report. 
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Scott and Uthwatt Reports. 


Replying to MR. ManpeR, Mk, W. 8. 
MORRISON said that he was not at pre- 
sent in a position to state when it would 
be possible to announce further decisions 
on the recommendations in the Uthwatt 
and Scott Reports. 


Post-war Shortage of Houses. 


CaPTaAIN GAMMANS asked the Minister. of 
Health if any estimate could be made 
of. the probable shortage of houses at 
the end of the war; and what was the 
estimate of the additional number of 
houses which would require rebuilding 
and reconditioning to bring the accom- 
modation up te the accepted Ministrv 
of Health Standards. 

Miss HorssruGH said that the total 
estimate made by the Ministry of the 
number of houses likely to be required 
during the ten years after the war was 
three to four millions, Of this, the 
larger portion, 14 to 24 millions, would 
be needed to replace slums or houses in

#@ poor condition, or houses which were 
grossly deficient in modern amenities. 


Emergency Paint. 

Sme JoHn Power asked the Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Ministry of Works 
whether he had any statement to make 
on the question of making available to 
private purchasers a limited quantity of 
emergency paint which could be used as 
«a temporary measure to prevent the 
deterioration of civilian property. 

Mr. Hicks said that it was hoped to 
make 500,000 gallons of oil paint avail- 
able for delivery over a period of about 
three months from the middle of August. 
Owing to raw material difficulties it 
would be made im One shade only, viz;. 
dark brown, and it was intended that it 
should be used primarily for patch 
painting to prevent deterioration. The 
paint. which was being manufactured 
to a British Standards Institution speci- 
fication. would be on sale in pint and 
quart tins at 1s. 9d. and 3s. 6d. per tin, 
respectively.

ALLIED BUILDERS’ CONFERENCE 


MR. COPPOCK’S ADDRESS. 

At the invitation of Mr. R. Coppock, 
C.B.E., Chairman of the L.C.C., an Allied 
Builders’ Conference was held at the 
County Hall on Friday last. In the 
unavoidable absence of Mr. H, C. Harland, 
P.L.M.B.A., the chair was taken by Mr. 
Eric Rice, O.B.E., supported by Mr 
J. H. Marxnam. © Prior to an address by 
Mr. Coppock, a discussion took place 
as to whether a priced bill of quantities 
should form the basis of a contract, or 
not. A second question was: Should a 
progress chart be also embodied in the 
contract? These questions were debated 
by a company which included representa- 
tives of France, Holland, Poland, 
Australia and Czechoslovakia, but no 
definite decisions were reached, though the 
general opinion on the first question was 
that builders preferred quantities on 
every possible occasion. 

In his address, Mr. Copprock said that 
he was very anxious ‘that whilst the Con- 
ference was considering technical prob- 
lems and improving knowledge by con- 
tact with one another, it should appre~ 
ciate that until it was able to establish 
its industrial organisation on a sound 
democratic basis:in Europe, its problems 
in the building trade in Europe, and the 
civil engineermg trade, would be almost 
insoluble. 

‘<The industrial problems that must 
arise in Europe,’ continued the speaker, 
‘‘ are being considered by us in our inter- 
national capacity, and some of us are of 
the opinion that, as military victory goes 
along, there should be labour following the 
Army, for the purpose of establishing 
labour connections and organisation for 
the purpose of’ getting down to stable 
negotiations as quickly as possible. This, 
1 presume, you ‘will have considered, but 
if I know anything of what happens when 
employers meet, you are possibly con- 
sidering the possibilities of how to get 
down to the question of contracts rather 
than to the raw problem of.,how you, are 
going :to deal with your labour unit. 
Your labour unit in industry. is the most 
extensive unit which. you have to handle: 
it is the most difficult unit to handle. It 
cannot be put down like a stack of bricks 
or a bag of cement or a lot of steel or 
drain pipes, and stop there until it is 
picked up. It just creates no end of 


trouble for you if- you don’t use your 
brain to try to overcome the various diffi- 
culties that arise. Unless you do this in 
these particular problems the smallest 
thing arising from any particular contract 
has such an undermining responsibility as 


far as the entire contract is concerned, 
Once the tempo of the movement of the 
job is spoiled, the whole thing becomes 
chaos, and to maintain tempo and produc- 
tion it is necessary even for the employer, 
for the architect, for the professional man, 
to appreciate toleration towards those 
persons who may not be as well-informed 
as they themselves are as far as the par- 
ticular contract is concerned. 

““T am so interested in this matter,” 
declared Mr. Coppock, ‘‘ that immediately 
the war is over I am going across to 
America to see my American comrades, to 
find as much money as [ possibly can, and 
am going to Europe to establish the trade 
union organisations in Europe on a sound 
democratic basis in precisely the same 
way as we have established them in this 
country to-day.” 

He had been amazed and astounded at 
the conditions that were obtaining in 
some of the countries that were repre- 
sented on the Conference; we had got to 
examine those boldly and broadly and get 
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away from our ‘conservative ideas and 
appreciate that this war had been a great 
war for democracy, and the battle would 
not’ be won when the war was over; thé 
battle would have to go back again right 
to our little villages and our little homes, 

“We have got to build up a peaceful 
Europe, and.we have not got to have one 
nation. competing against the other in pre- 
cisely the same way as we had before. 
We have got to broaden our views and 
appreciate that the bricklayer and the 
building trade worker in Rumania has a 
right to have a house, not a tent in a 
field, his family half starved and half 
educated, While our wages were 1s. 10d. 
an hour here they were 6d. in Rumania, 

“But whatever may be your considera- 
tions, I hope that we ourselves will not 
enter into such competition with you and 
your countries, that we will not follow 
the financial magnates to such a degree. 
We must not go trying to get shekels out 
of the conditions that have been created 
as a consequence of the war. I am 
speaking to my British colleagues when I 
say ‘Give our friends as much technical 
assistance as we possibly can.’ If 
necessary, we will send you technical 
men if you require it. We are very 
anxious that the technical development of 
our industry throughout Europe should be 
at a high laptind Once we -have that, 
then the free line of interchange of nation 


‘to nation will be all well and good. You 


must not forget the situation that 
we were placed in as operatives when the 
Shannon was electrified. The contractors 
brought all their German friends to do all 
the electrification of Eire, or Ireland at 
that particular time, and the building 
trade workers of Ireland were unem- 
ployed, and yet an international contrac- 
tor could come there with his friends. 
This is not good business as far as the 
nation is concerned, and I don’t want to 
see it repeated. We want all the build- 
ing trade workers in this country that we 
can find. The problem we have got is an 
enormous one, though the situation is not 
quite as bad as at Hamburg—but it is 
really bad: And I am hopeful that we 
will be able to organise ourselves. I) am 
hopeful about the immediate recovery that 
we will be able to make as a consequence 
of our experience and our knowledge and 
our understanding, for, indeed, we are 
the only country in the world that has 
builders, architects, surveyors, manufac- 
turers, salesmen and operatives in one 
organisation.” 

In conclusion, Mr. Coppock said::-‘* You 
can never have a contented nation unless 
you have contented people; contented 
people can only~be contented when they 
are well housed. well fed, well educated, 
with leisure and security. We can build 
the houses for them. We can build. the 
cultural centres for them. We can build 
their places of amusement—the great opera 
houses we can rebuild. We can do a 
great deal to bring joy to the mind and 
to the soul. When people travel the world 
they examine the magnificent buildings 
that the ‘builders have erected. They look 
for culture. There is no culture in tanks 
and guns. But there is great culture in 
art, science and in building.”’ 


Broken Paving Flags.

Last week the Westminster City Council 
started to take out broken flags from the 
pavement in Great George-street and to 
fill the spaces with in situ concrete. Is

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STRONG) ROOMS. IN POST- 
WAR: BUILDINGS 


Mr. B. B. Dyer, joint managing direc- 
tor of Milners ‘Safe Co., Litd., writes :— 

May I throngh your columns urge upon 
architects who are now engaged—or will 
be ‘so later—in planning ' post-war build- 
ings, to make provision in their plans for 
the construction of strong rooms? That 
security of this nature will be a prime 
necessity in ‘the future there. can be no 
doubt. During the war, although sound] 
constructed buildings have been demol- 
ished by explosion and fire, I have not 
yet heard of an instance when a strong 
room of my company’s construction—or. of 
other reputable safe-makers’ construction 
—has failed to preserve its contents. A 
well-constructed basement strong room is 
undoubtedly the best, form-of, protection 
for records,~ documénts and valuables. 
And yet how) often/ im the past has the 
provision of a strong room been an after- 
thonght. aoe 

Banks, - municipal: bodies. and large 
industrial corporations ‘automatically pro- 
vide for strong rooms when planning their 
buildings, But large blocks of offices have 
been erected without any such provision, 
and frequently ‘we. have been called to 
construct strong rooms in existing build- 
ings... The difficulties of ‘carrying out this 
work under such circumstances. can easily 
be imagined; often. the space: available 
through lack of forethought is inadequate, 
or its shape! makes construction difficult 
and costly, whilst. access to the site for 
the transport of the necessary materials 
for construction often presents complex- 
ing problems. 

Not only could strong rooms be more 
efficiently designed, but also their con- 
struction would be less costly if provision 
were made for them in the plans of all 
new buildings. I would suggest that 
where a block of commercial buildings is 
designed for the use of a number of 
tenants, one large strong room could be 
provided, sub-divided into smaller units 
for the tenants, who could rent their 
private strong rooms. Each subsidiary 
room ‘would, of course, be fitted with an 
independent door. In short, such build- 
ings could each have their own ‘“‘ safe 
deposit.” 

The advantages of such a provision are 
manifest. Invaluable records have been 
lost in the past because responsible people 
would not provide for the best available 
form of security. The architect now has 
the opportunity of seeing that this omis- 
sion is rectified in future planning.

PAINT FOR ESSENTIAL 
MAINTENANCE WORK. 

During the period of about three 
months from the middle of August half a 
million gallons of war time emergency 
paint will be made available by the 
Ministry of Works for essential external 
maintenance repair work of private dwell- 
ings and other civilian property in Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland. The paint 
will be in one colour only, namely, dark 
brown, because of raw materials diffi- 
culties, and will be retailed in tins at 
Is. 9d. a pint and 3s. 6d. a quart, ready 
mixed for use. The names and addresses 
of ‘distributors will be published in the 
local Press as soon as the paint is 
released. 

This paint is to -be used only for re- 
coating by “ patch painting ” the existing 
exterior paintwork where the present 
paint film has perished and no longer 
affords protection to the surface of the 
property. Purchasers should use this 





paint economically: as the raw ‘material 
position ‘is difficult.
